NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 8—(/)-— 


The American Cotton Shippers’ Asso- 
ciation today, by telegram, requested 
leaders of the cotton trade in the 
I'nited States to meet’ in New Orleans 
next Monday to seek means of reliev- 
ing “the decline and demoralization of 
the cotton market.” 

The invitations were sent out by 
R. ©. Dickerson, of Memphis, Tenn., 
vice president of the American Cotton 
Shippers Association at the instance 
of D. BK. McCuen, president of the 
association, 

Mr. Dickerson ta his telegram said: 

“Owing to continned decline and 
demoralization of the cotton market 
this association has been requested to 
call a general meeting of the cotton 
trade for the purpose of considering 
ways and means to help the situa- 
tion.” 

Mr. Dickerson said in the telegram 
that the association was assured of 
the presence of Chairman Legge, of 
the federal farm board, Secretary of 
(ommerce Lamont, Carl Williams, 
cotton member of the farm board and 
possibly Eugene Meyer, director of | 
the federal reserve bank. 

Among others who will attend are 
E. F. Creeckmore, general manager of 
the American Cotton Co-operative As- 
sociation, with headquarters at New 
Orleans and J. P. Henican, president 
of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange.

Announcement Unusual. 

Adams’ announcement was not in 
accord with the usual custom of ro- 
tating the state senatorship among 
the three counties. of the «district. 
Adams admitted this, but claimed 
that his action was necessary “‘in 
order that the wishes of the people 
of Fulton county might be carried 
out, and that their legislative repre- 
sentatives may not be faced with the 
possibility or probability of having 
measures affecting only Fulton county 
defeated by a senator nominated only 
by the vote a Henry county, and in 
whose nomination Fulton county has 
had no voice. 

“Rumors have been current for 
some time that the courthouse ring 
spent large sums of money in Henry 
county to influence nomination of a 
senator from this district would block, 
in the senate, the progressive meas- 
ures advocated in the recent campaign 
by our representatives,” Adams said.

PERNAMBUCO, Brazil, Oct. 8.— 
(?)—The important northern city of 
Pernambuco tonight was under the 
control of revolutionary forces which 
reported that the insurgent movement 
| against the central government had 
been victorious in all states north of 
| Pernambuco. 

The capture of this city, which is 
| one of the largest in Brazil, followed 
a 48-hour struggle which broke out 
early Saturday morning between revo- 
lutionary forces and part of the gar- 
rison and state military police who re- 
mained loyal to the federal govern- 
ment. Casualties in the fighting were 
reported to number 150. 

The revolution, in combination with 
|other states in Brazil, broke out in 
| Pernambuco at 1 a. m., Saturday. On 
the revolutionary side were the stu- 
dents, civilians and part of the army 
garrison while on the federal side were 
the state military police and the re- 
mainder of the army. 

The revolutionists immediately took 
control of the arsenal *and the sur- 
' rounding streets. The police launched 
counter-attacks and there was heavy 
fighting with rifles and machine guns. 
The insurgents then laid siege to the 
cavalry barracks, the two police head- 
quarters, the jail and the governor's 
palace. An armored car was captured

He declared the shooting 
of his daughter September 11 at the 
Fowler street home was an accident, 
and claimed the slaying occurred while 
he was on his way to kill himself 
with the shotgtn. ; 

Cooke blamed his wife for the trag- 
edy. He charged that his wife's con- 
duct drove him insane. His defense 
was based on a plea of insanity by 
which his attorneys sought’ to have 
him sent to the state asylum at Mill- 
edgeville.

State, Titus Asserts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Asserting 
that the will of the Georgia legisla- 
ture is supreme ir determining the 
form of government it shall provide 
for any city within its jurisdiction, 
Louis Titus, Washington attorney, to-

“It is obvious that the will of the 
legislature is supreme as to the form 
of government it shall provide for the 
cities within its jurisdiction, and also 
as to the powers which it shall grant 
those cities. 

Action of Legislature. 

“In the exercise of that power, the 
legislature of Georgia saw fit to 
establish a borough form of govern- 
ment, giving nearly all the powers to 
the separate boroughs. It did give 
some powers, more advisory in their 
nature, to the general city. However, 
it is to be stated that, under the 
Statute, the general city has the zon- 
ing power in the previously unincor- 
porated area; has the power to call 
upon the police of the various. bor- 
oughs in time of emergency, and has 
the power to apportion the expense of 
the city clerk’s salary to the various 
boroughs. 

“It also has the much more impor- 


tant power of advising with the vari- 

ous boroughs as to sanitation and 

other general matters affecting all the 
roughs. 

“It will be conceded,” Mr. Titus 
continued, “that the powers given to 
the city as a whole, are not large, 
the legislature evidently considering it 
wiser to give great powers to the 
various boroughs comprising the city. 
But the legislature did establish a 
complete municipal form of govern- 
ment, giving certain powers, as above 
specified, to the general city and giv- 
ing the great bulk of municipal pow- 
ers to the various boroughs. 

Form Almost Unique. 

“Tt will also be admitted that the 
borough form of government is al- 
most unique in the United States, but 
quite common in Europe. The great 
city of London is divided into 28 
boroughs and each one of these bor- 
oughs has very large powers. Even in 
New York each of the boroughs has 
some powers, and under the original 
charter of Greater New York each 
borough had very wide powers. But if 
the borough system had never been 
tried before, the legislature of Geor- 
gia had a right to try the experiment, 
and it may be possible that that form 
of government for cities will become 
common in the future. 

“In any event, the legislature saw 
fit to provide this form of govern- 
ment for Atlanta, and to provide that 


period of 10 years, and that at the 
end of that time Atlanta might change 
over to a more consolidated form of 
government if it so desired. There is 
nothing in the statute compelling a 
change in the form of government at 
the end of 10 years, and it is quite 
conceivable that after 10 years’ trial 
the borough form of government may 
be found satisfactory and that no 
change would be desired. — 

“The legislature of Georgia, in any 
event, in the exercise of powers which 
it undoubtedly possesses, chose to es- 
tablish: that form of government, and 
we think it clear that it does not tie 
within the province of the director 
of census to overrule the action of 
the Georgia legislature. 

Director’s Duty Plain. 

“The duty of the director of cen- 
sus is plain. ... He has taken the 
census. He is publishing reports and 
will publish more. In these reports

Filed With Ordinary. 
Weekes said that he did not [ile 
notice of his candidacy with the sec- 
retary of state because it is not neces- 
sary, but that he has already filed his

trict. 


thirty-fourth district, Weekes said. 

The Georgia code provides that all 
candidates for national and state of- 
fices shall file their candidacies with 
the secretary of state 30 days before 
the election, but candidates for coun- 
ty and district offices must be filed 
with the ordinaries of the counties 15 
days before the election, Weekes said. 

“It always has been held that rep- 
resentatives and senators are county 
and district officers, and such candi- 
dacies have never been filed heretofore 
with the secretary of state,” Weekes 
said. “Even if they are state offices, 
failure to file with the secretary of 
state would not keep them from going 
on the ticket, as this is not manda- 
tory with the ordinary but is in his 
discretion, under the law.” 

Weekes pointed out that state 
house officers, solicitor generals and 
judges go on the state-wide ticket, and 
senators and representatives go on 
the district and county tickets. 

Carswell Certifies Adams. 

Carswell said that he has prepared 
the list of candidates to be certified 
to the governor as having filed notice 
of candidacy, and that the list will 
be presented to the governor today. 
Adams’ name is on the list for sen- 
ator’ from this district, but Reagan’s 
name is not, he said. 

Carswell explained that his duty is 
purely a ministerial one, and that he 
certifies to the governor whatever is 
filed with him by the candidates. 
Asked if the law requires notice of 
candidacy to be filed in state senator 
races, he said he believes it does, 
though it has not been observed in 
previous years. The law also re- 
quires such notice to the secretary of 
state in races for the lower house, in 
his opinion, Carswell said. 

Carswell said that only three can- 
didates for state senator have filed 
such a notice with him, These are, 
he said, Adams, W. H. Braswell, of 
DeKalb county, 34th district, and 
Walter Seaman, of Waycross, _ re- 
publican, fifth district. 

Adams Statement. 

Adams’ statement follows: 

“To the Voters of the 35th Sena- 
torial District: 

“I hereby announce my candidacy 
as a democrat for the office of state 
senator from.the 35th senatorial dis- 
trict of Georgia in the general elec- 
tion to be held November 4, 1930. 
This district is composed of the coun- 
ties of Fulton, Henry and Clayton. 

“T live in Fulton county and am 
vitally interested in assisting to. en- 
act into law the measures advocated 
by the democratic nominees for repre- 
sentatives of Fulton county in the 
lower house of the general assembly, 
designed to affect needed reforms in 
our county government and smash the 
courthouse ring in Fulton . county. 
Rumors have been current for some 
time since the primary of September 
10 that the courthouse ring spent 
large sums of money in Henry coun- 
ty to influence the nomination of a 
senator from this district who would 
block, in the senate, the progressive 
measures advocated in the recent cam- 
paign by our representatives. 

“Mr. E. L. Reagan, by a few votes, 
was nominated over his opponents in 
Henry county, and it has been freely 
predicted in courthouse circles that 
the representatives from Fulton coun- 
ty .would be helpless to enact into 
law any of the measures advocated 
by them, because the senator from 
this district would not allow them to 
pass. Due to these rumors, and the 
demand by many of the good citizens 
of Fulton county, I have entered this 
race for the senate, in order that the 
wishes of the people of Fulton coun- 
ty might be carried out, and that 
their legislative representatives may 
not be faced with the possibility or 
probability of having measures af- 
fecting only Fulton county defeated 
by a senator nominated only by the 
yote of Henry county, and in whose 


nomination Fulton county has had no 


voice. 
Campaign Expenses. 

“Section 92 of the civil code pro- 
vides, “That all candidates for con- 
gress or for the state senate shall 
within 20 days after the holding of 
the election or primary election at 
which they shall be candidates, file 
with the clerk of the superior court 
of each of the several counties, com- 
posing said congressional or senatorial 
district, respectively, an itemized 
statement under oath of all campaign 
expenses incurred by them, showing 
the amount of money expended in 
such campaign, the purposes for 
which it was used and source from 
which it was derived and shall in ad- 
dition at the same time publish, in 
some one or more newspapers having 
a general circulation in such district 
or districts, said sworn statement ;” 
and section 671 of the penal code pro- 
vides, “whoever shall violate any of 
the provisions of section 92 of the 
civil code, on the subject of publish- 
ing campaign expenses, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor.” 

“Mr. ExL. Reagan failed to file 
his expense @ecount as provided by 
section 92 and the clerk of the su- 
perior court of Fulton county has is- 
sued a certificate to that effect. Sec- 


‘tion 93 of the code proyides, “no per- 


son violating the provisions of sec- 
tion 92 shall be. declared the nominee 
of his party.” 

“Mr. Reagan, by virtue of his fail- 


/ure to comply with the law, is not 


the nominee of the democratic party 
and I am entering this race as a 
democrat. 

“Section 138 (10) of the code pro- 
vides, ‘It shall not he the duty of said 
officers (ordinaries) to place the 


}names of any candidates on said of- 


ficial ballots, unless notice of their 
candidacy shall be given, in the fol- 
lowing manner, to-wit: All candidates 
for national and state offices, or the 
proper authorities of the 
party nominating them, shall file no- 
tice of their candidacy, giving their 
names and the offices for which they 
are candidates, with the secretary of 
state, at least 30 days prior to the 
regular election.” i 
Filed Notice of Candidacy. 

“T filed notice of my candidacy with 
the secretary of state as required by 
the foregoing sections, but Mr. Rea- 
gan has not filed notice of his can- 
didacy. In addition to his failure to 
file his expense statement, which for- 
feits his right to be nominee of the 
party and makes him guilty of @ mis- 
demeanor, he has, fa to file 
notice of his ae ed his 
right to have his name placed = 
the official ballot in the general elec- 


tion.

EQUITY IN STATE COSTS. 

One of thé important problems 
of government that is receiving 
Study and adjustment in more than 
.a few of the states is the allocation 
of parts of the revenue to special 
departments and functions. | 

These special aljocations are 
found to seriously disturb the finan- 
cial balance of revenues and propor- 
tional expenditures. In some states 
only around 30 per cent of the total 
revenues go into the general fund, 
the other 70 per cent being allo- 
cated by law to a number of depart- 
ments, boards, commissions and in- 
Stitutions. That system results in 
the over-financing of some of them, 
the yunder-stpply of others, and the 
semi-paralysis of many of the com- 
mon and necessary functions of the 
state. 


The system of special allocations 
prevents the workings of a con- 
sistent and economic budgeting 
plan, under which no special alloca- 
tions are made, and all departments 
submit their estimates to be pro- 
portionally adjusted to’ probable 
revenues. In that way all functions 
are reasonably provided for and no 
one of them obtains excessive funds 
to be extravagantly or uneconomi- 
cally used. 


The wiser government managers 
almost everywhere are advocating 
the placing of all revenues in the 
general fund, to be apportioned 
under the budget system, or to be 
assigned with due regard for public 
necessities by the appropriation 
acts of the state legislatures. The 
object is to enforce equity and 
economy in all state expenditures. 


MOINA MICHAEL’S MEDAL,

THE WORLD'S 
WINDOW

The Other 
Paris. 

The idea of Paris as the world’s 
center of gayety par excellence often 
prevents us from seeing the real face 
of that interesting city, which re- 
mains after all is said and done, one 
of the greatest hearths of intellectual 
life in the world. Educated as we are 
in America to measure greatness and 
prominence often solely by financial 
success, one discovers frequently a 
tendency among some of our people 
to look down upon France, where the 
‘Popular notion that a man is ehtitled 
to speak because he has a few more 
millions of dollars than his neigh- 
bor, is not subscribed to. To be 
sure, there is no contempt in France 
for the Nabobs at home or abroad, 
far from it. There is, one is almost 
tempted to say, no contempt at all 
for anybody no matter what his sta- 
tion in life may happen to be. There 
may be disdain for ideas, fierce hostil- 
ity even, if the champion of such 
ideas should attempt to force them 
on others by other means than civil- 
ized persuasion. Any man, be he a 
beggar or millionaire, is entitled to 
express his views. This is literally 
true. For we must not forget that 
nearly all the great minds of France, 
and some of them have done infinitely 
more than armies to advance the 
cause of eivilization, were individuals 
who hadn’t the money to pay their 
rents and who often went ragged 
and unkempt. Few cashed in on those 
ideas which revolutionized literature 
and science. If one takes the trouble 
to look around and see for instance 
the equipment a Professor Gougerot, 
the greatest living authority on leprosy 
and syphilis, has had at his disposal 
in the Hospital Saint Louis, one is 
shocked. One fairly gasps when one 
hears of the pitiful income of a Dr. 
Calmette, the conqueror of tuber- 
culosis, or if.one sees the leaky, tin- 
roofed shack in which Pierre Curie 
a.l his wife discovered radium and 
where Madame Curie still goes on 
experimenting. And so there are 
thousands in Paris, historians, scien- 
tists, savants, who have scarcely 
enough income to pay car fare home 
to their homble lodgings, biologists 
and philosophers of world-wide reputa- 
tion, whose shoes are soggy with 
the autumnal rain. There are circles 
in Paris, into which a stranger may 
sometimes penetrate, where conversa- 
tion takes on a bewildering flight and 
where the clarity of the Latin spirit 
supplies the warmth which penurious 
circumstances prevent from coming 
from the stove or radiator. But of 
publicity they know nothing. In spite 
of all this, on. the whole, I find the 
French people, of all classes happier 


than our own.

Looking for 
the Ark. 


An American professor, Dr. Haver- 
forder, has expressed the hope that 
he is going to find the Ark of the 
Covenant in Palestine, the papers 
tell us. The Ark was the most sacred 
object in the ancient Hebrew temple. 
The Jews made it, upon the orders 
of Moses, at the time of their forty 
years’ sojourn in the Sinai desert. 
In their wars with the occupants of 
the Holy Land the Ark was carried 
at the head of the army, because it 
represented a symbol of the presence 
of the tribal God. Present-day furni- 
ture experts wo.ld not look upon the 
wood of which the Ark was manufac- 
tured with great favor. It was made 
of shittim-wood, the Bible tells us, 
which is nothing but acacia. It be- 
comes doubtful therefore if the wood 
could still exist. But then there is 
the gold. For the Ark was covered 
with this precious metal and on top 
of it were two golden § cherubim 
whose wings touched. The gold, at 
any rate, won't have deteriorated. 
Digging away at Beth-Shemesh, Pro- 
fessor Haverforder found, not the Ark. 
but the jaw-bone of an unidentified 
avirial. The teeth in this jaw-bone 
were of gold. Could it be that we have 
here the famous jaw-bone of that ass 
which Samson snatched up from the 
ground, and used to belabor his Phi- 
listine enemies to the extent of knock- 
ing cold about a thousand of them? 
Who knows? Perhaps Samson's com- 
patriots preserved this unusual in- 
strument of slaughter as a_ sort of 
museum piece, just as we seein Nurm- 
berg the formidable beerglass that 
some old prince used to empty in one 
draught. To give it a little attraction 
they probably put in gold teeth. Or 
can it be that donkey's teeth, thou- 
sands of years after his death turn to 
gold by some mysterious process of 
fossilization? It’s worth investigating 
at least. What a treasure the ener- 
getic searcher would stumble on if he 
could locate some donkey's grave- 
yard. It would be even better than 
those fabled elephantine graveyards 
in the heart of Africa with their 
piles of ebony tusks. But Professor 
Haverforder is not looking for treas- 
ure. He is looking for the Ark. Here's 
hoping he finds it and takes it to New 
York. It would be worth seeing it 
moving up Broadway, where more 
Hebrews would be found to welcome 
it than Moses ever could muster.

Coroner Ingleby Oddie explained 
that the law required an inquest, 
thus empowering the coroner to issue 
the burial order. He said in view of 
the tribunal’s investigafion, it would 
be superfluous for him to interpose 4 
detailed coroner’s inquiry.

Before a distinguished group of 
New York economists and business 
leaders, Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, for- 
mer president of the reichsbank, told 
the Stable Money Association that 


businessmen not the politicians had 
the power to make world business 


prosperous.

“Business leaders of the various 
countries must get the vision of larg- 
er usefulness, submerge the political 
drive for intense nationalism, and 
work together. There’s no hope for 
modern civilization unless such a 
program is entered into whole-heart- 


y. 

“Germany will be able to get along 
and pay anything demanded of. her sa 
long as she can borrow the money 
from the outside to do it,” continued 
Dr. Schacht. “But the real test and 
the only test of stability will come 
when Germany finds herself unable to 
borrow any more money, Then what? 
Then we'll all have to get down to 
brass tacks.” 

Dr. Schacht does not look like the 
financial dictator that he was in Ger- 
many from 1923 to 1929. Youthful 
looking, full of energy, quick in rep- 
artee and mentally agile, he has a 
hearty greeting for old friends and 
a cordial handshake for new ones. 

“You know I was a doctor of eco- 
nomics myself when I got out of col- 
lege, but for 30 years I have been in 
business, and that’s where we forget 
a lot of our economic theories,” he 
said to me, 


The far-reaching implication of 
President Hoover’s Boston speech be- 
fore the American Federation of La- 
bor on “Destructive Competition” has 
not been given the attention which it 
deserves. 

President Hoover, when secretary 
of commerce, gave close study to the 
workings of the anti-trust laws. It 
was to be expected that he would 
make a constructive suggestion re- 
garding the matter some time durinz 
his administration. Does it mean that 
the administration has decided to ask 
congress to overhaul the anti-trust 
laws and bring them up to date? It 
looks like just that. 

_ The president pointed to “destruc- 
tive competition” as a major cause in 
the troubles affecting the coal jndus- 
try now. When he said that it was 
not the purpose of our competitive so- 
ciety to bring about’ a _ condition 
“which destroys stability in an in- 
dustry and reduces to poverty all 
those within it,” he was touching the 
problem from a unique angle, for a 
president of the United States. “If 
our regulatory laws be at fault, they 
should be revised,” was his comment. 

Attorney General Mitchell, how- 
ever, continues his efforts to vigor- 
ously prosecute all violation of the 
law, without fear or favor. “So long 
as the anti-trust laws are on the stat- 
ute books, my job is to enforce them,” 
said the attorney general, when we 
were discussing its provisions. re- 
cently. » 

‘But now it looks as though the 
whole problem will be thrown into 
congress, there to be discussed fully, 
with a view to modifying some of the 
laws’ provisions, in order ,o bring 
them into line with modern national 
and international business life. 


It was R. H. Bennett, Canadian 
prime minister, who yesterday threw 
the big bomb into the free trade plan’ 
of the British empire at the London 
imperial conference. 

On the other hand, the Bennett 
plan for empire preference made real 
headway. It received the support of 
other dominions, especially of N..C 
Havanga, the south African finance 
minister. 

After declaring that empire free 
trade was out of the question—‘‘neith- 
er desirable nor possible,” he made 
this suggestion: | 

“I offer to the mother country and 
to all other parts of-the empire pref- 
erence in the Canadian market an ex- 
change for a like preference in theirs, 
based upon the addition of a 10 per: 
cent increase in the prevailing gen- 
eral tariffs or upon tariffs yet to be 
created,” he said. 

Here is a plan concrete and defi- 
nite enough for British statesmen to 
discuss in specific terms. 

“The champions of ‘free trade with- 
in-the-empire’ are’ not only surprised 
and amazed, but deeply chagrined at 
the new turn of affaifs. 

Radio is one business that is recov- 
ering very rapidly.

S. M. Ramsdell, another Philco mana- 
ger. “The great majority have just 
as much money to spend now as they 
did last year, for the increase in un- 
employment has affected a relatively 
small proportion of the working pub- 

c.”"

Marketing Leaders Gather 


For Conference on Tobacco

Savannah Officials Plan} 
Discussion of Proposed 
Co-operative Group To 
Handle Leaf. 


Cotton growers must guard their 
“sold” more carefully.or make bank- 
rupts of themselves and others, de- 
clared former Congressman Frank 
Lever, of South Carolina, member of 
the federal farm board, who arrived 
here Wednesday to confer with agri- 
cultural, business and industrial lead- 
ers with a view to ultimate reduction 


of cotton acreage. 

“We are now producing more ¢ot- 
ton than the. world’can buy,” said Mr.; 
Lever. “Let this aot” be confeited with 
a belief that. we Ate producing more, 
than the world needs, however. We 
must adjust the supply, through acre- 
age reduction, to suit .the werld’s 
ability to buy.” 2 

To this end, Mr. Lever, during his 
stay in Atlanta, will confer with 
farming and business leaders with.a 
view to exerting what he termed “a 
friendly force’ upon cotton growers 
of the state to secure the desired re- 
sult through organized agencies, — 

A conference late Wednesday with 
J. E. Conwell, of the Georgia Cotton 
Growers’ Co-operative Association, re- 
sulted in a pledge of full co-operation 
by that organization, whose members, 
it was pointed out, will be benefited 
ultimately through higher prices for 
their cotton. 

Others whom he expects to confer 
with, Mr. Lever stated, include Dr. 
J. Phil Campbell, of the extension bu- 
reau of the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture; Eugene R. Black, gover- 
nor of the Atlanta Federal Reserve 
Bank; Eugene Talmadge, commission- 
er of agriculture; cotton and fertilizer 
manufacturers, railroad agricultural 
agents and large farmers. 

The present 45,800,000 acres must 
be reduced to approximately 40,000,- 
000, Mr. Lever said, if American cot- 
ton growers are to keep their produc- 
tion within fhe world’s ability to buy. 

“However,” he said, “this reduction 
can not be brought about without a 
carefully applied program of adjust- 
ment. We don’t want to tell the farm- 
er to cut his acreage of cotton unless 
we can tell him something to take its 
place. The substitute must be suited 
to the locality and to its needs. 

“If the farmer doesn’t prosper, no- 
body can. Cotton is our gold in tue 
south—the thing we live on—but our 
system must and will be adjusted with 
the coming years to fit the supply to 
the world’s purchasing power. To do 
this we must show the cotton farmer 
how to stabilize his business by turn- 
vartially to other cash crops, 
whether it be hay, grain, forage, pigs, 
poultry. dairying or swine faising. 
Preferably, it should be something for 
which he now is sending millions of 
dollars out of the state.’ 

Mr. Lever’s visit to Atlanta is part 
of a tour of contact aimed to cover 
each of the cotton producing states of 
the southeast. He came here from 
Montgomery, where he discussed with 
leaders of that state the situation 
which he is to confer upon with in- 
terested persons here. 

As a result of the Alabama meet- 
ing, resolutions were adopted calling 
on the extension service, the farm 
bureau, the bankers’ “association, the 
division of vocational education of the 
state department of education and 
the department of agriculture and in- 
dustries of that state to co-operate in 
conducting a series of district, county 
and local meetings to acquaint farm- 
ers and the general public with the 
real situation and to impress upon 
them the importance of acreage re- 
duction.

MILLIONS IN TREES: 


FOR STATE, SAYS SOULE: 


VASHINGTON, Ga., Oct. 8.— 
“We should devote as much of our 
lands as possible to pastures and re- 
assign all infertile waste or marginal 
soil areas to the protecting cover of 
the forest,” Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
president of the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, told Wilkes coun- 
ty farmers here Wednesday. 


“There are literally millions to be 
made out of trees in every southern 
state,” he said. “Our failure to capi- 
talize upon this great resource now 
constitutes one of our most serjous 
economic mistakes.” 

Dr. Soule spoke at a meeting of 
the Washington Kiwanis Club. Sixty 
farmers, representing every district in 
Wilkes county, were invited as guests 
of the local club to heaf Dr. Soule 
new program designed to 
improve agricultural conditions in 
Georgia through a balanced farm pro- 
gram. 

“Georgia has staged a more wonder- 
ful come back,” Dr. Soule stated, 
“than any other agricultural state.” 
He called attention to the slump in 
cotton production a few years ago to 
600,000 bales, which has now been in- 
creased to 1,500,000 bales. He drew 
n bright picture of a return to pros- 
perity on the farms when ante-bellum 
methods are scrapped and new and 
up-to-date farm methods of diversifi- 
cation and co-operative efforts both 
in marketing and in production are 
adopted. 

“Wei can still raise cotton at a 
profit and in successful competition 
with the west, despite the differential 


Soule pointed ont, “when we concen- 
trate on a better staple that will com- 
mand a better price and use only the 
best lands for cotton culture, using 
legumes to build up the soil and fol- 
low nature’s own example of crop ro- 
tation.” 

It is largely an individual problem 
and each farmer has it in his own 
power to apply the solution if he 
wills, Dr. Soule believes.

_ ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 8. eor- 
gia peach growers are sitting on top 
of the world now. 

At least the industry has reached 
a sound economic basis, as tompared 
with the situation prevailing two years 
ago, in the opinion of R. M. Middle- 
ton, research marketing specialist at 
oa Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ure. 


_Profiting from the bitter expe- 
riences of years when bumper nag + 
were produced, growers long in the 
business of peach production, are turn- 
ing their attention to better and more 
—_ methods of prodiietion con- 
rol. 

In 1928, the specialist pointed out, 
Georgia had about 14,500,000 bearing 
trees, which produced an excess of 
10,000,000 bushels of peaches. This 
crop had a farm value of $8,100,000, 
or an average of 81 cents per bushel. 


_ Unfavorable weather conditions and 
inadequate marketing facilities caused 
the abandonment of 1,000,000 bush- 
els in the orchards of the state. Many 
growers were forced out of the field 
of production, as expansion in the 
cycle of production had reached the 
limit. ' 

The unequalled insect infestation of 
1929 had its beginning in the unsani- 
tary condition of orchards after the 
1928 shipping season Mr. Middleton 
said. This brought about the largest 
“drop” in the history of the peach 
crop in Georgia. Growers lost heav- 
ily due to a poor quality of fruit and 
financial depression was felt through- 
out the peach growing section. 


A great transformation has fol- 
lowed. these two years. he step of 
1930 is quite a different one.. With 
the number of trees reduced from 14,- 
600,000 to 9,713,000, growers assumed 
an optimistic attitude. The majority 
of orchards showed careful and thor- 
ough cultivation; the trees were well 
fertilized and the spray schedule for 
the year was followed systematically. 

So favorable was the weather in 
1930 that the curculio infestitation 
was less than 1 per cent for the 
state as compared with 12.5 per cent 
in 1929. As a whole Georgia’s crop 
of 8,630 cars this year did not face 
as keen competition from other south- 
ern states, since the drop was 15 per 
cent smaller than that of last year, 
and since the Arkansas crop, Georgia’s 
strongest competitor, was a failure. 


The crop brought into Georgia ap- 
proximately $6,500,000, as compared 
with $3,312,000 received in 1929. 


Bulloch county farmers are ‘well 
pleased with the results of their sec- 
ond €0-operative hog sale, held re- 
cently at Statesboro. Four cars of 
porkers were sold to an Atlanta con- 
cern for $5,187.37, through the bu- 
reau of markets and the county agent. 

The sale included 67,130 pounds of 
hogs, 400 head of which are number 
two’s and the rest “roughs.” The sale 
was considered successful from a 
standpoint of poundage and quality. 
It was announced that a co-operative 
sale will be held twice a month 
throughout the season.

According to an interpretation of 
tthe opinion given at the attorney gen- 
eral’s office, proof that home brew 
is intoxicating will require evidence 
that the person who drinks it was 
| drunk, The prohibition law of Geor- 
gia does not fix the alcohoiic content 
of a beverage necessary to make it in- 


toxicating. 

“This court,” according to the sylla- 
bus of an opinion filed in the appeal 
of Floyd Thompson, convicted of sell- 
ing “seven or eight bottles” and or- 
dered to pay a fine of $100, “will 
not take judicial cognizance that ‘home 
brew’ is a beverage prohibited by the 
laws of this state.” 

Opinion Written by Luke, 

The court opinion, written by Asso- 
ciate Justice Roscoe Luke, in stating 
the case, said: 

“The indictment in this case charges 

that the defendant ‘did sell and barter 
for a valuable consideration malted, 
fermented, brewed liquors commonly 
called home brew, manufactured from 
/malt in part, and brewed and fer- 
| mented liquors in which maltose is a 
substantial ingredient and liquors and 
beverages made in imitation and in- 
tended as a substitute for beer, ale 
'and whiskey.’ 
“The conviction rests entirely upon 
the testimony of one witness that the 
| defendant sold him seven or eight bot- 
| tles of ‘home brew’ for 25 cents a 
bottle. In principle, this case is 
controlled by the following ruling 
in Henderson vs. State, 38. Ga. App. 
06: ‘There being no evidence that the 
‘home brew’ found in the defendant's 
lace of business was an intoxicating 
beverage, his conviction of possessing 
intoxicating liquors was unauthorized 
and the refusal to grant a new trial 
was error.’ 

“This court cannot take judicial cog- 
nizance that ‘home brew’ is one of 
the prohibited beverages mentioned in 
the indictment and, there being no evi- 
dence that it was, the trial judge 
erred in overruling the motion for a 
new trial based solely upon general 
grounds.” 

City’s Appeal Upheld. 

An appeal of the city of Atlanta 
from the refusal of Judge Virlyn B. 
Moore to sustain a demurrer filed 
in a suit brought by Mrs. Delia Key 
was upheld, the court of appeals hold- 
ing that the city was not respon- 
sible for injuries suffered by a_per- 
son stepping into a basin-like depres- 
| s10n intended to drain the city streets. 
| Mrs. Key sued the city for $20,000, 

alleging injuries sustained when she

pealed. The higher court held that 
the estate could not be sued unless 
her mother, Mrs. A. J. Cribb, had con- 
tracted with her daughter.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8—(P)~— 
Representative Byrns, of Tennessee,

Of course there will be plenty 
of small farmers who, through lack of knowledge, experience, or financial resources, will go ahead and plant cotton.

May Dept St The average cost of producing cotton throughout the entire South is in the neighborhood of fifteen cents. The 
wry bon, BOER price of cotton, basis New York contracts, is now around eleven cents for the distant months. Let us assume that 

prices may recover to fifteen cents. The man who raises cotton barely breaks even, while the one who buys con- 
tracts makes twenty dollars per bale. Even if cotton should advance considerably above fifteen cents, the man who 
buys contracts has twenty dollars per bale advantage over the one who clings to the habit of cotton growing. 


- What Is To Be Done With the Land? 


Fully half of the farm area should be devoted to raising feed stuffs and products for home consumption, including 
vegetables, hogs, chickens, etc. Most of the remainder should be planted in soil-building crops for at least one.year. 
Two crops of cow peas or soya beans, for example, should be grown and then turned under to provide organic 
matter and supply nitrogen. 

The result will be found in greatly increased production per acre that will reduce production costs and enable the 
South to compete with foreign cotton-growing countries. Best of all, it will produce a premium product. The staple 
of southern cotton has been deteriorating as a result of depletion of organic matter in the soil. By restoring this. 
deficiency, not only will production per acre be substantially increased, but the body and staple will be immeasur- 
ably improved. Instead of getting low prices for cotton classing only three-quarters or seven-eighths, the man who 
improves his soil will be able to market cotton of superior body and staple for which we will receive a handsome
